A NEW LAW MISJUDGED. 


From the knowledge we possess, having 


served on a committee of the 1U05 session 
of the LeKislaturo 
which reported tlio 


MeLanu supervisor bill to the House, wo 
sro compelled to take issue with an es- 
teemed contemporary, the Tunkliannock 
Republican, which through miBtakon judg- 
ment, designates the supervisor law as a 
"loosely drawn uot." That paper says: 


According to newspaper reports the 


stiporvieorH rocoutly elected, in Washing- 
ton county 
refuse to aot because, as 


they allege, the now State road 
IUWB 


abolish fe.es or payment of at.y sort for 
supiirvmorx, and they will )>• compelled 
to donate their son ices to tho township. 


Wo have examined thit road law care- 


fully, and rind that while it makes due 
provi«ion for the payment of roaclmiiKt- 
ors, laborers and tho treasurer of the 
board of supervisors, it contains no di- 
rect reference to the remuneration of the 
supervisors themselves. 
That particular 


feature of the matter seems to have es- 
caped the attention of the men win 
framed the bill and tiie legislators who 
paused upon it. 


However', only by implication can 
it 


be contended that the Inw "abolishes" 
the wages of supervisors. 
If the 
oflico 


were a new one juit created and no re- 
ference to pay were made, wo would be 
obliged to accept the fact that the let; 
islators hud undertaken to compel super- 
visors to servo without piiy, but inasmuch 
us the act provides that ail Bupovisors pro 
\lously elected, and whose tonm wore 
not expired, shall continue- to norve un- 
der tho new law, the presumption is that 
the |.»y continues lit tho former 
rate. 


If HO, then the new Buporusors must be 
entitled to the Hume. 


While tho act stipulates that supervis- 


ors shall baud over the actual work of 
road construction and maintenance to 
ruad masters or contractors, it 
plticcs 


M>ri«l responsibilities upon them 
nnd 


most aisurouly should have Used their 
pay. 
It is an example of carlossly-drawn 


legislation that so frqoucntly finds its wa 
upon the statute books. 
However, wo do 


not think that any supervisor need Jiosi 
tato to accept tho oillce on thut account. 
Compulsory charity 
would 
bo a 
new 


feature iu State reflations, and it is 
not probable that any 
officer will bi 


compelled to donuto their senicos. 


If tho Republican's promises were not 


erroneous its conclusions would not be so 
badly twisted. 


Instead of no "c.iiect reference to tlu 


remuneration of till supervisors" up- 
poaring in tho bill, having "escaped the 
attention of the men who 
framed 
the 


bill, and tho legislators who passed up- 
on it" being an oversight, tho omission 
of compensation was 
by direct design 


iiu.l was considered by Mr. Creasy and 
other experienced legislators and grang- 
ers as the important 
feature of the 


whole bill. 


For years, from one end of tho State to 


tho other there has been a clamor for n 
rhange in the supervisor system, and th'_ 
1'ublic Roads corjimittoe of tho House 
believed that tho ends could not be bettci 
served than having a system which pro- 
vided for » Board of Supervisors who 
would »er\e without psiy, und in that 
manner attract a higher grade of men 
to tho oflico who would servo for purely 
patriotic motives, as to the members of 
tho township school boards. These Su- 
periors in turn hire tho road mast* 
ern and soo that they do the work. 
We believe tho law is a good ono and 
whun conditions become adjusted 
will 


prove of immense benefit to tho people 
in tho rural districts. 


The Republican 
is sadly mistaken 


when it says, as quoted above, that "all 
supervisors previously elected nnd whose 
terms were not expired, shall continue to 
servo under the now law," without pay, 
If the editor examined the law, at he de- 
clared he (lid, In the first four lines of 
the act hs would hare read that .he law 
did not become operative until tho 
third Tuesday of February, W190(, upon 
which date the new nuporvisoi s wore 
elected. 
The only exception bcin j made 


In any township which now has or ret) su- 
pervisors, elected undor existing law, no 
new election shall be required, e- cept ns 
tho terms of the said road 
officers 
ex- 


pire, when iu such latter instances the 
effect of tbo new law ie delayed until 
such elections take place. 


If tho Republican decries this act 


because it is "compulsory charity," he 
will also have to take a fling at many 
other acts creating public officials who 
serve without pay. No man is com- 
pelled to "run" for office.

DELEGATES 
NAMED 


The County Commissioners have been 


furnished with blanks for the use of all 
political candidates ami party 
officers, 


who are required under the new law to 
make sworn statements relating to the 
o«e of money for Domination or election, 
There are four sets of these blanks—two 
for party treasurers and two for candi- 
dates. 
Where the party treasurer ex- 


pends over fifty dollars he must swear to 
a detailed aucount of receipts and expen- 
ditures and all unpaid bills or obliga- 
tions and tho candidates must make 
•worn statement, which will tally with 
that of the treasurer as to the amount ex- 
pended and for what purpose. 


When the total expenditure does not 


eiceed $50 a detailed statement is not re- 
quired, but a sworn return must be 
made of the gross amount just the 
•am*. Any candidate for office, whether 
nominated or not, must SI* his state- 
ment within fifteen days after the nomi- 
nating convention or eleatlon, and he i» 
prohibited from holding offlico or draw- 
ing salary until he makes the return on 
the blanks furnished by the State, nnd 
there are fines of from $50 to $1,000 and 
imprisonment for violations of this law. 
It is one of tha most drastic acts ever 
passed In Pennsylvania and it ought to 
kill the boodling business.

Miss Phelps is a pleasing 


speaker and one who appeals to the rea- 
son rather than the emotions. 
Her ad- 


dress was a clear, logical, eloquent por- 
trayal of the "rum dragon" and bis rav- 
ages in this and iu other lands nnd an 
analysis of tho reasons why tho saloon 
is such a power in politics, and such 
an evil influence in social life. 
The at 


tempts to "regulate" the evil of the 
whiskey power were discussed and the 
conclusion reached that not by licenses, 
high or low, but only by tho total sup- 
pression of the manufacture and sale of 
intoxicants can this gigantic evil be 
crushed. 
Incidentally she made a strong 


plea for the "curfew law" and told of 
tho ruin of 
young girls and boys by 


"street education. " Her lecture was in- 
terspersed with 
striking 
illustrations 


from real life, scones witnessed in vari- 
ous sections of America, and her appeal 
to tho proteased Ohristia'n to not merely 
pray for the destruction of the rum de- 
mon but to work and to vote in such a 
way as to answer their own prayers, was 
very strong. At tho close of the lecture 
several of tho local W. -0. T. TJ. workers 
wont among the people and solicited 
members for the Bristol W. C. T. D. 
Several new members were thus gained 
for the cause.

How under 
tho jjvonilo court system they are kept 
from coming in contact with hardened 
criminal! and are watched over and cared 
for in a house of detention. 
She gave 


many personal experiences and told of 
the happy results of taking an interest in 
tbe little fellows who fall into the toils 
of the law. 


Judge Stout spoke of tha juvenile 


court as from an economic standpoint. 
He said there were very few youthful 
criminnN in the county districts and 
there WSH scarcely any use for probation 
officers here. He was in thorough sym- 
pathy, however, with the objects of 
the 


law uirJ believed it wag a splendid in- 
stitution for the cities. 
He showed what 


tho cost to the taxpayers was for the 
arrest, trial and maintenance as prison- 
ers, of p'TSons guilty of transgressing the 
law. The meeting was ably presided 
over by Mrs. W. C. Peirce. 


New Rural Delivery Route. 


The Caited States Civil Service Com- 


mission will bold a rural carrier exami- 
nation in Bristol on Saturday, May 5, 
1906, pr or to the establishment by the 
Poetoffica Department 
of a free rural 


mail delivery for Bristol township. 
The 


postmaster at Bristol will furnish all 
persons who wish to take the examina- 
tion, anil who meet the requirements of 
the regulations, with a copy of the rural 
carrier application blank and a copy of 
the regulations. 


The now route 
will be 
established 


June 1st. Tlie carrier will receive a sal- 
ary at the rate of $648 per annum, in- 
cluding tioreo hire, during the probation- 
ary period, after which the compensa- 
tion will be advanced to $720 per year. 
One round trip, covering a distance of 22 
miles, will be made cacti day as follows: 
Beginning at Bristol postofflce thence 
northeast on turnpike to Oreen Lane, 
thence northwesterly to Uooper Mill 
road, northeast to Emilie road, southeast 
to turnpike, northeast to Cousin road, 
northwest to Cooper Mill road, northeast 
and east to Fallsington road, northerly 
to Carey corner, west and northwest to 
Newportville road, southwest to Stack- 
house corner, northwest to (Jhickon Foot 
corner, southerly to Frosty Hollow road, 
northwest and southwest to Force corner, 
south and southeast by Midway to F. 
Hampton corner. 
Return northwest to 


Midway, northeast 
to Oiford Valley 


road, southeast to Headier corner, south- 
west to School house, 
southeast and 


southerly to Bristol postoffloe. The num- 
ber of booses served will be 170 ana the 
population served 850.

Borough Attorneys' Opinion to Council 


on the Water Question. 


To the Burgess and Council of the Bor- 


ough of Bristol. 


Gentlemen: 


We have considered with much 


care the question submitted to us of yonr 
power to establish, at the expense of the 
Borough, water works such as will, prop- 
erly supply the citizens, at 
reasonable 


cost, with a supply of pure water. 


We regret that, owing to the well known 


decisions in the cases of White vs. Mead- 
ville Oity, 177 Pa., 643,'and Metzgar vs. 
Beaver Falls Borough 178 Pa. 1, we can- 
not tefl you that your right is entirely 
free from doubt. 


In view of the importance of a snpply 


of pnre water to the Borough, we think 


' you would be lueKing in 
the 
discharge 


1 of your duties if you did not attempt to 
! give to our citizens such a supply, and 


wn advise you unhesitatingly to take I he 


j stops necessary to thut end. 


Since the decision to which we have re- 


ferred the Act of 3rd May, 1901, P. L. 
140 has been passed, and although in the 
case of Water Co., vs. Austin Borough, 
206 Pa.'279, tho second section of this 
Act has been declared unconstitutional, 
the ttrst section remains unassailed, and 
for the accomplishment of yonr purposes, 
that section is sufficient. 
It expressly 


provides: 


"That every borough of this Common- 


wealth shall have power and author^ to 
provide a supply of water for the use of 
tbe public within such borough, either 
by erecting and operating water works or 
by entering into a contractor coot] acts 
with one or more persons or corporations 
authorized to supply water within the 
limits of said borough, or partly by the 
erection and operation of water works 
and partly by entering Into a contract or 
contracts, as aforesaid." 


We are advised that the Bristol Water 


Company has, from its earnings, realized 
and divided among its stockHblders, dur- 
ing live years, a dividend equal to eight 
per cent per annum upon its capital 
stock, and hence it has lost its exclusive 
privilege. 


The only contract tver entered into 


between the Borough and the Water Com- 
pany was made on tho Fourth of Decem- 
ber, 1886, for the period 
of sir years 


from January 1st, 1887, before and since 
which time no contract of any description 
was made between said Borough and Wa- 
ter Company, henc" it will hardly oe 
contended on the part of the 
Bristol 


Water Company thi»t any contract is 
sow in existence 
between it and the 


Borough which will be violated by your 
erection of your works. 


As we understand it the Meadville and 


Bearer Falls cases were decided upon the 
theory not of vested rights in the Water 
Companies which were thereby invaded, 
hut of a lack of authority iu the Borough 
to do other than elect whether it woul'l 
supply water itself, or would enter into 
a contract for a supply by others. 


If thoso decisions rest upon the foun- 


dation we think they were built upon, the 
Act of 3rd May, 1901, renders them inap- 
plicable to the present case. 


In addition to this, the Borough of 


Bristol when it entered into tbe contract 
of 1886 was not under the Borough Act of 
1851. 
It became a Borough subject to 


the provisions ot that Act after making 
the contract, and, whilst a Borough, gov- 
erned by said provisions, it has not ex- 
ercised any option whatever. 


The contract of 1880 cannot, in our judg- 


ment be sustained as a contract between 
the Borough and the Water Company by 
which the former elected to procure its 
snpply from the latter. The works of 
tho latter had been completed long be- 
fore tho contract had been entered into. 
Nothing was done hy the Borough which 
had caused any outlay by the Water Com- 
pany. 


It so happened in 1886 the Borough de- 


sired a supply of water for a special pur 
pose, and for a very 


THE PRICE OF ICE 
NEW TODAY. 


It is Soaring All Around, But Bristol 


ians Will Continue to Have a 


Cheap Article. 


Noticing that tbe ice manufacturing 


companies in towns and cities adjncon 
to Brietol have either advanced or are 
preparing 'to advance the price of ice this 
season, a reporter for the Gazette callec 
upon E. W. Minster, president of 
the 


Artesian Ice Company, of Brietol, on 
Monday to learn what the local company 
proposed to do this year, in view of the 
failure of the natural ice crop. 


Mr, Minster wag found at the postofflce 


and cheerfully gave the tlaalred informs 
tion. 
The reporter showed biin a clip- 


ping from a Trenton paper in which il 
wae utatud that the wholesale price of ice 
in Trenton had boeu advanced to thirty 
cents a hundred, an increase of five cents 
over the former price. 
The Dew price, il 


was stated, was only for the month ol 
April, at the end of which time there 
will be another 
jurnp in prices. Th 


Trenton price for domestic use will be 
fifty cents a hundred uotil the first of 
next month when it will advance. In 
Princeton tbe wholesale price has been 
raised to fifty cents pur hundred. In 
Philadelphia the whosesale price line 
been advanced $1.75 over those of last 
year and the manufacturers claim that 
the price will probably go up to $8.00 
per ton. 


PRICE OP BRISTOL IOE. 


Mr. Minster stated that notwithstand 


ing that everything that enters into the 
cost of manufacturing ice had material- 
ly advanced, bis company 
would be 


very slow about adding to tbe price of 
ice. 


"At the present time," he said "we are 


selling the best ice in the 
world for 


twnty-five cents a hundred wholesale 
and forty cents a hundred for domestic 
use and will endeavor to maintain it at 
these figures. Late in tbe season if all 
the manufacturers hereabout run up the 
price to greatly increased figures we may 
maie a slight advance, but we do not 
propose to put up the price just because 
it is within our power to do eo. 


"As it is we are selling ice way be- 


low that charged in Burlington, Tren- 
ton, Philadelphia and elsewhere, but we 
will give our customers a square deal. 
Burlington manufacturers are charging 
butchers 35 cents, hotels 40 cents

private families GO cents. 
We charge on- 


ly 40 cents for domestic use and 
butch- 


ers, hotels, etc., 25 cents.
